WOOD PIPE. 


Voting the second bond issue of 


$10,000 for the. completion of the 
municipal waterworks system doesn't 
seem to have settled the question of 
whether New Smyrna is to have good 
water, and it is now said there is 
still a strong question of whether the 
necessary pipe will be purchased. 


The bar to the completion of the 


waterworks system for many months 
has been the purchase ot the neces- 
sary pipe to bring the water from the 
well site west of the city to, the 
elevated tank, and the second bond 
issue was authorized by the voters 
to purchase this pipe. 
When ,the 


voters were called upon to authorize 
this second bond issue it was gener- 
ally supposed the matter had been 
settled and that the good water would 
be forthcoming just as soon as the 
bonds could be validated, and sold, 
and the pipe purchased and laid. 


However, It Is said that the old 


deadlock between the council and the 
hoard of bond trustees still holds and 
that it is likely to prevent the pur- 
chase ot any pipe. The report is that 
sinoe the resolution for the special 
bond issue Was prepared by the coun- 
cil the price of cast iron pipe has 
increased nearly 100 per cent and 
that the $10.000 authorized is not suf- 
flcient to 
pay 
for the necessary 


amount of cast iron pipe; that it will 
huy the necessary amount of wood 
pipe, but that the board of bond trus- 
tees will not approve the purchase ot 
wood ]>i])« by the council.

The Monroe Doctrine. 


President Monroe in his seventh an- 


nual message (Dec. 2, 1823) laid down 
the principle of what has since been 
known as the "Monroe doctrine," thus: 


"We owe it to candor and to the aml- 


cnble relations existing between the 
United States and those (great Euro- 
pean) powers to declare that we should 
consider any attempt on their part to 
extend their system to this hemisphere 
as dangerous to our peace and safety. 
With the existing colonies or dependen- 
cies of any European power we have 
not interfered and shall not interfere, 
but with the governments who have de- 
clared their indeiwndence and maintain- 
ed it and whose independence we have 
on great consideration and on just prin- 
ciples acknowledged we would not 
view any interposition for the purpose 
of oppressing them or controlling in 
any other manner their destiny by any 
European power in any other light than 
as a manifestation of an unfriendly 
disposition toward the United States." 


Austria's Royal Family. 


The Ilapsburgs, or Habsburgs, of 


the royal house of Austria derive their 
name from the castle of Hablchts- 
bnrg, or Hawk castle, in the Swiss 
canton of Aargau. In the twelfth cen- 
tury the family became one of the 
most powerful In Stfnbia. Kudolf III. 
was elected emperor of Austria in the 
following century. While thus extend- 
ing their possessions and acquiring In- 
fluence, the Hapsburgs lost their orig- 
inal family possessions, which were 
gradually absorbed by the cantons. 
Borne thirty-five years ago the Aus- 
trlans proposed to purchase the castle 
of Hapsburg and give It as a wedding 
gift to the crown prince of Austria, 
but the people of Aargau refused to 
hear of the sale.

County Seat 


The Turnbull county bill as intro- 


duced and passed in the house and 
sent over to the senate provides that 
the people in the proposed new coun- 
ty shall select the county seat by 
vote, a majority to express their 
preference for a location at the time 
they vote the three-fifths referendum 
decision to organize the new county.

One of the strong reasons advanced 


for the desire for a new county is the 
inconvenience the residents of the 
proposed Turnbull county experience 
in reaching the present county seat 
at DeLand.
